BEST ATTAINABLE IMAGE 


FROM DOCUMENT AVAILABLE 
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A Great Institution 


During the last week of May some 
forty or fifty editors of Saskatchewan 
mewspapers assembled at the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan for their fifth 
annual convention and second annual 
short course for editors. Fer several 
days each year Saskatchewan editors 
thus live in a University atmosphere, 
not c: ly holding their meetings with- 
in tie college walls, but sleeping and 
eating in one of the student residence 
buildings and having placed at their 
disposal all the facilities of this in- 
stitution of higher education. 

What this means to the newspaper 
men it would be difficult to over-es- 
timate, andegpat the editors appreciate 
the opportunities thus afforded them 
was demonstrated by an attendance 
this year two and one-half times 
larger than a year ago, The assis- 
tance and encouragement thus given 
the press of Saskatchewan by the 
provincial university is bound to have 
a. markedly beneficial effect as the 
years pass in the raising of the stand- 
ard of journalism in -the west. ’ 

Reciprocal benefits must likewise 
unquestionably accrue to the Univers- 
ity by reason of the closer relation- 
ship and understanding of the press 
toward that institution, By being 
brought into close personal touch 
with the University and learning of 
and studying the many-sided activi- 
ties of that institution, the editors 
are coming to more fully appreciate 
the really wonderful work it is carry- 
ing on and directing in the interests 
of the people, and they Will not be 
backward in bringing to the attention 
of the people the adyantages to be 
obtained through a loyal support of 
the University. 

In the course of a brief address to 
the editors, preliminary to an inspec- 
tlon of the University plant -and 
equipment, Dean Rutherford of the 
College of Agriculture, quoted some 
striking figures as indicating what tlie 
education of farmers’ sons means to 
them and to the country_in actual 
dollars and cents, apart from the de- 
cided advantages in other ways which 
the educated man possesses over the 
uneducated. He: stated that as the 
result of comprehensive surveys made 
in a number of States to the-south it 
had beeff ascertained that, among far- 
mers possessing equal means in the 
way of land, farm equipment and cap- 


ing such equipment. 

Of farmers with equal opportunities | 
in every respect, except in the matter | 
of education, the following facts 
were established: 

Those who attended the common 
school had a labor income for them- 
selves of $318.00 per annum. 


Those who attended high school 
had a labor iwconie of $620.00 
Those who had attended college 


had a labor income of $851.00, 

A somewhat similar survey of Dun- 
das County, Ontario, had seyecaled the | 
fact that out of 100 farmers ourveyed; | 
98 percent had no education except 
that obtained in the elementary | 
school, notwithstanding the fact that 
there were four high schools in the 
county, thus demonstrating the re- 
grettable fact that the boys who at- 
tended high scheel. had not gone back 
to the farms, 

Why is it that the college educated 
boy makes such a greater success of 
farming than the one who lacks such 
training was revealed to the editors as 
they made their tour of inspection of 
the University. On one part of the 
University farm extensive. experi- 
ments were being carried on to de- 
monstrate the value of crop rotation, 
and the best crops to follow cach 
other, Other experiments had as 
their object the ascertaining of the 
best methods to prevent the blowing 
away of the soil, which is the cause 
of heavy losses annually when high 
prairie winds prevail. Elsewhere de- 
monstrations were carried on to show 
the best type of horses, cattle, shéep 
and swine to breed in this country, 
and the nature of the crops which 
should be grown. in connection with 
these types.

Herbert Cuthbert, executive secre-

Farmer Sold Wool For Fifty Suits 

. and Got One With the

Toronto.—The Globe published the 
following despatch 
Ky.: 

Roy Shaw, a well-known farmer 
living near Hickman, took 200 pounds 
of wool to Hickman the other day, 
which he sold for 30 cents a pound, 
or for $60.00. Thien he purchased a 
suit of clothes-for his son, and found 
that the anoney he received for the 
wool was just enough to pay for the 
suit. He says there are about four 
pounds of wool in a suit of clothes, 
and on that basis the wool he sold 
will make fifty suits, which is sold 
at $60 a suit, would bring the seller 
$3,000, Allowing one-half for labor 
and other materials going into the 
suit, somebody will get a return of 
$1,500 on a $60 investment, he figures.

Standards in U.S. 


Reduction Urged Would Decrease 
Return to Farmers

Washington.—Continuation of the 
present federal wheat standards was 
decided upon by Secretary Meredith 
in an opinion covering hearings held 
to inquire into dissatisfaction in the 
central northwest with existing 
grades for hard red spring and Dur- 
um wheat. Request for lowering the 
present standards, the secretary an- 
nounced’ would tend to decrease the 
return to farmers while advocates of 
the change argued that the préducer 
would receive more money for his 
wheat. 

The federal standards establised 
in 1917 and revived in 1918 have been 
operative only under fixed price and 
war conditions, the secretary stated,

To Control Wheat 
For Another Year 


_ The Newsprint Situation 


Sir Henry Drayton Tells Manufactur- 
ers Government Will Insist 
On Domestic Supply 

Ottawa.—The conference with the 
newsprint manufacturers announced 
in the house took place in the finance 
minister’s office. Sir Henry Drayton 
told the manufacturers that the gov- 
ernment was much disturbed to find 
that, knowing the agreements made 
last fall, twenty-five percent of the 
daily newspapers in Canada were fac- 
ing the period of suspension owing to 
inability to get newsprint paper, al- 
though willing to pay current prices 
for export to foreign countries. He 
said the government would insist up- 
on the domestic requirements being 
supplied as they represent only 15 
percent of the total production. 

The situation is still regarded as 
very seripus. The publishers are em- 
phasizing the point that the total 
amount of newsprint necessary to the 
continued existence of the 26 daily 
newspapers affected represents less 
than two percent of the exports of 
newsprint and that they ask for no 
favors regarding price. S 

The publishers state that the great 
majority of the mills are, keeping 
their Canadian customers. supplied, 
and that the present crisis has been 
caused by the attitude of a very small 
minority. 

~The Hearst newspapers also had a 
representative in Ottawa interviewing 
the government regarding newsprint 
supplies. It is said that the consump- 
tion of newsprint of the Hearst 
papers is 200,000 tons, a substantial 
portion of which is made in Canada.

Silos For 
Sunflowers 


Agricultural Industry 
Must be Encouraged 
Says Dr. Robertson 


Sunflowers For Silage Prove to be 
Unqualified Success 

A company has been formed, with 
headquarters at Prince Albert, Sask., 
for the construction of silos. From 
the name of the company—the Sun- 
flower Silage Company—it can be in- 
ferred that farmers in the district are 
greatly interested in this crop and it 
is believed that there will be a great 
impetus to the production in North- 
ern Saskatchewan of what is prov- 
ing to be one of the most prolific 
fodder plants known. 

The Prince Albert district is am- 
ong the first to put into practical 
use the results which have been 
learned on the experimental farms of 
western Canada and the United States 
with reference to the growing of sun- 
flowers for ensilage purposes. The 
use of ensilage in the corn belt { 
well known and has without doubt 
contributed largely to the great pros- 

'perity and the high prices of lands 
which exist today. The more nor- 
therly regions of Montana, Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta have long felt the 
necessity for some cheap green win- 
ter fodder, and it has been with this 
object in view that the experimental 
stations at Bozeman, Montana, Sas- 
katoon, Edmonton and the Canadian 
Pacific railway lands department at 
Strathmore, Alberta, have been carry- 
ing on experiments and feeding tests 
with sunflower silage. 

The growing of sunflowers for this 
purpose has proved an unqualified 
success, the yield of sunflowers great- 
ly exceeding the tonnage of corn. In 
1919, at Strathmore, Alberta, the sun- 
flower crop made a growth of four 
teen feet and yielded 34.6 tons to the 
acre, in comparison with 14 tons of 
corn, and 7 tons of peas and oats, all 
grown under the same conditions. Re- 
‘ports from Montana give yields with 
an average rainfall from 20/to 30 tons 
per acre, Last winter at Scott, Sask. 
the ration showed a profit of about 
$10 per head more than those fed un- 
der similar conditions without sun- 
flower silage, © ~ f 

In the Prince Albert district a 
number of prominent farmers ‘have: 
already received seed for putting in 
a sunflower crop this year. Among 
them being J. M. Paul, of Mac- 
dowall ; Mr. Swaby, of Colleston; the 
Hawkins Dairy Company; Mr. Nu- 
gent, of Stecp Creek; M. R. Cowell 
and the Boyd Ranch of Red Deer 
Hill, As the growing of this hardy 
forage plant bids fair to ‘place the 
stock industry of the north on a Seun- 
dcr basis, as well as being insurance 
against feed shortage, it is expected 
that the farmers of this province will 
be quick to accept and utilize the val- 
uable knowledge of this crop.

She works from.che 
day she marries to the day she dies; 
often without a realization in dollars, 
and cents a single dream of her life. 
All this she does for the sake of get- 
ting things done and as she goes to 
bed at night assured of just “ one 
thing—that it all must be done over 


again tomorrow. What she cooked 


today is eaten by night. What she 


washed and ironed is ready for the 
tubs again by the end of the week.” 

Mrs, Phoebe V. Warner, in a re-

Alfalta Cultivaters 


Proper Methods to Follow in Order 
To Ensure Success 


Alfalfa may be sown with a nurse 
crop in parts with @ good rainfall if 
the seeding down is done on land that 
is not more than one crop from hav- 
ing been summerfallowed, A light 
seeding of about a bushel of barley 
or a bushel and a peck of oats per 
acre is heavy enough seeding for a 
nurse crop, In the drie? sections of 
the provinces and.on land that has 
not been summerfallowed recently in 
the wetter sections, seeding without 
a nurse crop will give much better 
results. When seeding with a nurse 
crop the alfalfa should be sown at 
the same time as the nurse crop. 
When seeding alfalfa alone, the land, 
if in summerfallow or hoed “crop the 
previous year, should be top worked 
until about the first of June and may. 
then be seeded. Stubble should be 
fall plowed and top worked in the 
spring until June and then seeded. 
Fifteen pounds per acre is the usual 
rate of seeding. 


y, 
Northern grown alfalfa seed of the 


Grimm, Turkestan or Baltic varieties 
must be used, Grimm being hardier 
than either of the other two. Before 
sowing the land or the seed must be 
inoculated with alfalfa nitro culture 
unless the land has grown alfalfa or 
sweet clover previously. Of the two 
methods, inoculation of the seed is 
usually easier, and gives good results. 
If these two precautions are .taken, 
the first steps necessary to success 
arg assured—N.D. McKenzie, Supt.

Edmonton Apiarist Proves That Bee. 
Keeping is Profitable 

Bees have proved themselves not 
only adaptable to the climate of 
Western Canada, but very profitable 
to raise as a side line, and as an 
example of this, the experience of Mr. 
William Wensel, of Edmonton, may 
be given. Mr, Wensel has been keep- 
ing bees for the last six years. The 
returns he has obtained from them go 
to show that they can bg reared 
economically, and that the honey pro- 
duced is fully equal%o any of the im- 
ported variety. 


Mr, Wensel started with a founda- 
tion swarm of mixed bees. By using 
only well bred queens, which he im- 
ported from Tennessee, he managed, 
Within a few years to so improve his 
swarm that he had an almost pure 
strain of Italian bees. He keeps from 
ten to fifteen hives of bees, disposing 
of the increase in the spring or fall. 

From the standpoint of profit and 
prolificness, bees can hardly be equal- 
led by any other member of the ani- 
mal or insect family producing food 
for human consumption. In _ the 
spring of 1918 Mr.. Wensel- had nine 
hives, three of whtch were in very 
poor condition, During the summer 
the nine hives increased to 21, and 
honey produced, less the amount left 
for winter feed, was eight hundred 
and twenty-seven pounds. The hon- 
ey sells at from 35 to 40 cents per 
pound. In 1918 the record of pro- 
duction from the apiary was 100 Ibs. 
per hive, or, at 40 cents per pound, 
$40 worth of honey per hive. 

Bees require very little attention 
in Western Canada. With a clover 
or alfalfa field in the neighborhood 
and supplied with sufficient comb and 
suitable hives, they will practically 
look after themselves for the whole 
summer, In the fall the hives con- 
taining the bees are either stored in 
a cellar or left out in the open. If 
the bees are left outside, a’ box large 
enough to cover the hive and leave a 
space of about four inches on all 
sides is put over the hive, and the 
space filled with chaff. An opening, 
however, is always provided. It has 
been found that when the hive is 
plugged up the bees will come to 
where the opening is and work until 
they die in their attempt to get out. 
On the other hand, when there is an 
opening they never go out unless on 
very bright sunny days. 

Mr. Wensel’s experience goes to 
show that it is better to winter the 
bees outside. They are not only 
more active and start to work earlier 
in the spring, but seem to be in far 
better health. However, if the bees 
are kept in a cellar over the winter 
it has been found best to take them 
out about April first. 

Bees come out and are ready to 
start their season’s work as soon as 
the warm weather begins. The hives 
are then cleaned out and the frames 
and comb put into place. From thén 
on they require no attention — until 
they start to swarm towards the end 
of May or tke beginning of June. 
Between this swarm of the season, 
if’put in a hive of its own, may hatch 
out a second swarm. One scason 
one of Mr. Wensel’s swarms that 
were hatched in June produced 99 
pounds of honey the same season. 

It is the practice to take out some 
honey and put on a super with a 
queem excluded to induce honey pro- 
duction about the end of July. In 
September, all except 35 or 40 pounds 
gf honey, which is left as winter feed, 
is taken ie ri the hives prepared 


for winter, .

Big Fire ih Crossfield 


Elevator Burned Down 


This morning (Thursday) the 
slumbers of our village were brought 
to a sudden end’ by the vigorous 
clanging of the fire bell. Mrs. Christ- 
ianson on arisingat 5 a. m. noticed 
heavy smoke coming from the south 
elevator of the Alberta Pacific Grain 
Co. She awakened her husband who 
sounded the fire alarm. The two 
chemical engines were rushed to the 
spot but the fire must have been 
burning for some time as the interior 
of the building was well alight and 
the contents of the engines were re- 
served for emergency. Luckily for 
the town the wind was blowing from 
the north west which kept the flames 
from apreading, a watchful eye was 


\ | kept on the stockyards and the ad- 


joining elevator, the contents of one 
engine were poured over the nearest 
elevator. One corner of the scales at 
the stockyards was noticed to start 
burning but a few pails of water soon 
extinguished that. In a very short 
time the entire building was a mass 
of ruins. The fire spread with great 
rapidity, R. W. McFarlane the ele- 
vator operator was quickly on the 
spot, also an Inspector who had been 
checking up the @ontents of the 
elevator on Wednesday. We are in- 
formed that there were about 5,300 
bushels of grain in the elevator which 
was all destroyed. The grain and 
elevator is covered by insurance. 
The cause of tne outbreak is un- 
known,

In introducing the estimates for his de- 
partment to the House of Commons the 
Hon. Dr. Tolmie, Dominion Minister of 
Agriculture, pointed to the fact that in 
Australia there are no fewer than 80.000, 
000 sheep, in the United States 40,000,000, 
in Great Britain 27,000,000, and in Can- 
ada only 3,500,000. As shown in the 
Agricultural Gazette of Canada for May 
efforts are been made in all the Provinces 
to remedy this state of things. That is 
to say encouragement is being given to 
the raising of sheep in a variety of ways, 
by pure-bred rams being distributed or 
sold on easy terms, by the holding of 
competitions, at which generous prizes 
are given for the hest ewes and for the 
best flocks, by obtaining the highest 
price for wool through the Departments, 
and through the Canadian Co-operative 
Wool growers’ AusociAtion, by organized 
sheep sales, and, as in Ontario in partic- 
ular, by placing flocks eu a share basis, 
Amended legislation has also been passed 
for the protection of sheep from dogs. 
As 4 sample of the good work that Is be- 
performed it might be mentioned that in 
Saskatchewan in the last four years tne 
amount of wool consigned to the co-oper- 
ative branch of the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Agriculture increased from 179 
consignments, weighing 69,404 pounds, 
for which the average price realized wax 
17% vents, to 916 consignments, weighing 
394,068 pounds, at an average price of 
613¢ cents per pound, ‘The articles in the 
Gazette would imply that what has been 
done in Saskatchewan is acomplished in 
the other Provinces of the Dominion,
